He will fill the post he was electee 
to in the November election, and 
will sit at the desk vacated by the 
retirement of Henry Greer, who has 
been superintendent of schools for 
the past 12 years. 
Greer, (who became 77 years old 
last week, also retires from an ac­ 
tive life of civic affairs. 
He came to Marin county from 
Illinois when a young man and for 
ten years he taught at the Mt.

I did give away two 
seven-year-old, wortMess tires that 
had been lying in a junk pile in 
the yard to a man who had come 
to headquarters to work for a couple 
of days. Hr said he didn’t want any 
pay and suggested 
the two old, 
junked tires would do instead.” 
In regard inventory matters: 
“We have untold numbers of items 
listed in our inventory.

possible for me to personally recheck 
the counting of all items.” He said 
he kept an inventory available and 
that as items appeared wMch were 
not on the inventory he wrote them 
in so that they would appear on the 
"next official inventory.” 
DEFENDS ADMINISTRATION 
In regard his administration:

Nation's New Year's Accident 
Toll Less Than For Christmas 


By Associated Press 
The nation’s accidental death toll 
over the New Year’s holiday—nearly 
400—represented a sharp drop from 
the near record Christmas toll of 
more than 700. 
Thus, during the two long week­ 
end holidays, more than 1,100 per­ 
sons lost their lives in violent acci­ 
dents. More than 800 of them were 
killed in traffic mishaps. The Na­ 
tional Safety Council has estimated 
35,000 traffic fatalities in 1950. 
The New Year’s holiday toll on 
the highways—285—was far below 
the 545 killed in auto accidents over 
the Christmas weekend. It also was 
less than the 330 deaths the safety 
council had estimated for the New 
Year's holiday period—from 0 pjn. 
Friday to midnight Monday. 
In addition to the 285 killed in 
auto accidents, 115 persons lost their

Tien-Age Airman Flees 
Hamilton Guard House 
Northern California authorities 
are on the lookout for Pvt. Robert 
D. Schinault, 19, who escaped from 
the guard house at Hamilton Air 
Force Base last night. 
Police were warned that Schinault 
was believed armed and danger­ 
ous.Schinault, charged with being 
AWOL from Lackland Air Force 
Base in Texas, was arrested Dec. 27, 
at the home of his mother, Mrs. 
Edith Belyew, in San Francisco. 
He escaped from the Hamilton 
guardhouse after receiving permis­ 
sion to go to the washroom. He 
went out a window, across a roof 
and over the barbed wire barricade. 


California in 1950 was a healthier 
place to live than ever, with ad­ 
vances made all along the line In 
this state’s fight against enemies of 
the public.health. 
This statement came today from 
Dr. Wilton L. Halverson, state direc 
tor of public health, following 1 
survey of 1950 reports of com­ 
municable disease incidence, con­ 
trol activities, and state-wide health 
programs and plans. 
California citizens, the survey 
showed, had less diphtheria and less 
typhoid fever last year than at any 
time in state history. Rates were 2.7 
cases of diphtheria and 
1.0 of 
typhoid for each 
100,000 people. 
Smallpox, another of the communic­ 
able diseases subject to control by 
immunization and other p ub lic 
health measures, reached the van­ 
ishing point with no cases reported. 
Syphilis and gonorrhea have dropped 
steadily since their wartime peak, 
but took the steepest nosedive of all 
in 1950. The year’s!,000 new syphilis 
'infections were 55 percent fewer 
t h a n in 1949, and the 16,000 
gonorrhea cases reported were 38 
percent fewer. 
Reported cases of tuberculosis fell 
off slightly last year even though 
intensive mass X-ray surveys in Los 
Angeles, San Diego and elsewhere 
turned up many previously unknown 
infections. A better index of pro 
gress was the 1950 death rate for 
tuberculosis—an all-time low of ap 
proximately 24 deaths per 100,000 
population. 
Vital statistics of the year tabu­ 
late some 77,000 marriages, or about 
500 more than in 1949. On the other 
hand, slight decreases were repre­ 
sented by California’s 239,000 births 
and 99,000 deaths. 
Babies and children in general 
enjoyed a healthy year, even though 
common childhood ailments like 
measles, mumps and chickenpox hit 
them in about the same ratio as 
most other times. 
Fewer babies died in 1950. In fact 
the year’s infant mortality rate, an 
estimated 25.9 deaths per thousand 
live births, was this state’s all-time 
low. Outbreaks of diarrhea of the 
newborn, a dread enemy of infants, 
appeared less often, affected fewer 
babies, and were less fatal during 
1950. 
Poliomyelitis took an unexpected 
upturn toward the end of the year. 
However, the total of 2,200 cases re­ 
ported in California by December 31 
was still below the 1949 figure, and 
less than half the total of 1948’s 
epidemic. 
Single exception to the downward 
trend of Important communicable 
diseases during the past year was 
acute infectious encephalitis. Lab 
oratories of the State Department of 
Public Health have determined that 
nearly half of the record 350 en­ 
cephalitis cases reported are of types 
carried by mosquitoes. Dr. Halver­ 
son said this finding will influence 
state-wide programs for the control 
of mosquities. 


Besides strengthening control of 
major communicable diseases, Cali­ 
fornia made other types of health 
progress in 1950. 
Shortage of hospital beds, for 
example, was further reduced both 
by private building and with aid 
from federal and state funds. The 
state construction program last year 
helped finance two more hospitals 
with a total bed capacity of 125, be­ 
sides seven local health centers. 
Another advance was the big step 
taken toward better prevention and 
control of dental decay when Cali­ 
fornia public health and dental au­ 
thorities approved the fluoridation 
of public water supplies. Dr. Halver­ 
son said his department is ready to 
advise any community on the tech­ 
nical problems of fluoridation. 
As for 1951 and the future: 
“The new year brings a vastly 
bigger job for health departments,” 
Dr. Halverson said. “While con­ 
tinuing their work of protecting the 
people from the traditional enemies 
of disease and premature death 
from natural causes, health de­ 
partments are charged with im­ 
portant responsibilities in Cali­ 
fornia’s defense against man-made 
disaster. 
“In most communities, the local 
health officer has responsibility for 
mobilizing health and medical ser­ 
vices under the civil defense pro­ 
gram. The enormous task of weld­ 
ing all local health resources and 
a multitude of volunteer workers 
into one organization, which will 
function efficiently should enemy 
attack occur, must be accomplished 
without jeopardizing the essential 
peacetime p r o t e c t i v e health 
services.”

Here is one New Year's resolution that can 
be carried out almost as soon as it is made. 
A pledge made today to restore life to a soldier 
who may be dying, can be redeemed by a blood 
donation on January 8. 
Next Monday the Irwin Memorial Blood 
Bank will be back in Marin, hoping to receive 
300 pints of blood in the American Legion 
Hall, San Rafael. 
In these days of uneasy speculation about 
what we should do to help our nation defend 
itself, what sacrifices we shall be called upon 
to make, a visit to the blood bank is a satisfy­ 
ing, positive action. 
For you, it means an hour of your time, 
eight minutes for the actual donation. For the 
soldier who will receive it, it may mean the 
miracle of coming back to life. 
Relatively few of us are going to get into 
uniform and serve in the front lines, but all 
of us, from 18 to 60, can keep faith with those 
who are there now, taking a terrific beating 
for us thousands of miles away.

Perhaps they are arare apparent 
on the other side of the Pacific 
than on this side. 
Out there, American morale is 
good. In neither Korea nor Japan 
is there any pessimism, no breast- 
beating, and certainly no despair. 
The soldiers ¿re simply mad. 
They are mad clean through. They 
had won their victory. And then, 
in late November, it was snatched 
away, not ty better men with 
better weapons or better leader­ 
ship, but simply with greater num­ 
bers.So they were thrown pack. 
And evert today the only pros­ 
pect is for a slow, grinding re­ 
treat down the length of Korea. 
Quite possibly, the Eighth Army 
may foe driven off the peninsula 
entirely. That depends on how 
many of their best divisions the 
Chinese Reds are prepared t o 
spend. The cost of such a cam­ 
paign to the Chinese would be 
enormous, but potidal and mili­ 
tary observers generally believe 
that Peiping will pay it. 
Nevertheless, the morale of the 
average G.I. is intact. He knows 
that, given any semblance of equal­ 
ity in numbers, he would beat the 
Chinese Reds as soundly as he 
beat the Korean Reds. If he has 
to fall back again—and that seems 
inevitable—he will carpet Korea 
with Chinese dead. 
General MacArthur’a headquar­ 
ters, naturally, takes a longer and 
wider view of the picture. 
At the moment, the United Na­ 
tions cannot furnish the neces­ 
sary divisions to counter-balance 
Chinese and Korean numbers. 
Therefore, it may be necessary to

But that will not be the end 
of the struggle. It will simply 
enter a new phase. 
The full details of the planning 
for that phase cannot be disclosed 
now. It is obvious, however, that 
they call for a naval blockade, in­ 
tensified bombing, and pressure 
from within Korea through a Ko­ 
rean underground resistance, and 
by well-supplied patriot guerilla 
bands. 
The Koreans—North or South— 
want their independence. After 40 
years of Japanese occupation, they 
will not willingly accept a Chi­ 
nese master. 
They know, and so does Mac­ 
Arthur’s headquarters, that the 
Chines* program is to make Ko­ 
rea a vassal state. The word “do­ 
minion" is already appearing in 
Chinese statements about Korea. 
Peiping, flushed with last year's 
victories over the Nationalists, has 
embarked in Tibet and Korea on 
a plain, old fashioned, 18th Cen­ 
tury program of aggression—while 
trying for propaganda purposes, 
to pin that label of “aggression" 
on the United States. 
So the war will not end if the 
U.N. army iIs forced to evacuate 
Korea. The pressure will continue, 
from sea and air, and eventually 
from the land. Actually, that type 
of pressure—rather than the use 
of ground forces—was advocated, 
early in the war, by some of the 
best-informed American generals. 
It may become a necessity. 
Another point that has occu­ 
pied General MacArthur’s head­ 
quarters has been the cumulative 
effect on other Oriental nations 
of the events In Korea. Japanese 
reaction, of course, is of preemi­ 
nent Importance. 
In Japan, we have lost no pres­ 
tige. If anything, the United States 
has gained stature through this 
ordeal. 
Japanese military men, for ex­ 
ample, are well aware of the dif- 
filculty of fighting a campaign in 
Korea. In more than four decades 
of occupation, the Japanese were 
never able to control all of Korea. 
They are also well aware of the 


impossibility of obtaining a defi­ 
nitive military decision over China. 
Japan, with her millions, fought 
for eight years—from July 1937 
to August 1945—without achiev­ 
ing a final victory over China. 
As for the average Japanese, he 
is fully alive to the danger pre­ 
sented by the Chinese, his ancient 
enemies, creeping toward the nar­ 
row straits of Tsushima that sep­ 
arate Korea from Japan. His only 
defense now is the U.N. army, and 
particularly the Americans. 
For that reason, perhaps, as well 
as a large degree of genuine sym­ 
pathy, the Japanese have sent 
thousands of gift-packages to the 
GI’s. They have visited them in 
the hospitals and invited them to 
their homes. A day seldom passes 
without letters in the newspapers 
asking how they can help. They 
have offered money and even 
blood. 
A variation of this sentiment Is 
beginning to appear elsewhere in 
the Orient. To the new Eastern 
nations, the spectre of Red China 
on the march with its inexhaust­ 
ible masses is a frightening sign 
in the sky. The governments of 
India, Indonesia and the Philip­ 
pines are acutely uneasy. 
Korea, in short, is only one 
faoet of a bigger picture. And that 
picture, despite the military re­ 
verses, is not as dark as it looks 
at first glance. 
And finally, there Is one other 
element of supreme importance 
to the United States and to the 
free world—the American GI. 
The seven American divisions in 
Korea have been trained and tested 
in the hardest of all schools, actual 
combat. That is seven more battle- 
experienced divisions than we had 
*hen the Korean war began. These 
men will' form the nucleus and 
provide the Instructors and field 
officers to train a bigger army. 
The GI in Korea is the same* 
fighter today he was in World 
War II, and maybe better. He 
has the same courage and the 
same ingenuity, he is standing up 
well against overwhelming odds. 
He has been shoved around. But 
he is not beaten and he is not 
discouraged.

(B)—Domestic workers. For example: A cook, 
maid, family chauffeur, butler, nursemaid, wash­ 
erwoman. But no domestic worker is covered 
unless he or she works for the same person at 
least some part of 24 days out of a three month 
period and earns at least $50 in that period. 
(C)—Agricultural workers. This means—pro­ 
vided they're regularly employed on a farm— 
outside workers like farm hands and inside work­ 
ers like cooks or maids in the farmer's house; 
and it also includes those who prepare, process 
or deliver farm products or livestock to market. 
No one in this group is covered by the law unless 
he has worked at least five months for the same 
employer. If he switched employers, he has to 
%vork for the second one at least five months be­ 
fore being covered again. 
(D)-People in this group: Full time life in­ 
surance salesmen; traveling or city salesmen 
taking orders from business places for their 
employers ( but not door-to-door salesmen); 
agent drivers and commissioned drivers distrib­ 
uting meat, bakery, fruit or vegetable products 
and beverages (but not milk); drivers in laundry 
or day cleaning sen ices; and people who work at 
home, earn at least $50 in a three month period, 
and do their work on materials given them by 
their employer with specifications from him for 
doing the job. 
(E)—American firms' w o r k e r s employed 
abroad. 
(F)-Federal employees not already covered 
by a government pension system for federal 
employees. 
(G)—Workers in Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. They've never been under social secu­ 
rity before. 
(H)—Transit system employes of a state cf 
local government. For example, a bi/! line owned 
bv a city. This one is sc full of "ifs” there is 
not enough room here for explanation. 
If 
you're in this group, check with your nearest 
social security office for full information. 
(I)—Employees of non-profit organizations— 
such as religious, educational, charitable, scien­ 
tific, or literary organizations (for example, the 
Red Cross)—can come under social security but 
only if— 
Two-thirds of the employees vote for doing so 
and then only if the organization also agrees, 
since once its employees come under social secu­ 
rity that organization must pay half their tax. 
People who are members-not employees—of a 
religious organization are still excluded from 
coverage. Example: Priests, nuns, ministers. 
(J)—State and local government employees not 
already covered by a pension system of that state 
or local government. But these people can not 
come under social security unless the state or 
local government wants them to, since it will 
have to pay part of the tax. 
The people in all eight groups from A to H 
must come under social security. The law com­ 
pels it. As noted, in the last two (I and J) 
it's optional for the employees or employers. 
A more complete explanation will be given 
here tomorrow and Saturday on the self em­ 
ployed and farm and domestic workers. 


Congenital Disorder 
O f Hip If Discovered 
Early Can Be Treated 


“Is my baby all right?" is an 
oft-repeated question, the first on 
every new mother’s lips. Fortun­ 
ately, in the vast majority of 
cases, the answer is easy because 
most of our children are well born 
in the sense that they come into 
the world whole and sound with­ 
out any of the abnormal condi­ 
tions known ss congenital mal­ 
formations. 
Nonetheless, the possibility of 
some such condition does exist, 
and the careful doctor will ex­ 
amine the child as soon os pos­ 
sible after birth with this in mind. 
One such disorder which may be 
present at birth is known as con­ 
genital dislocation of the hip or 
hips. 
PROPER TREATMENT 
Early discovery and proper 
treatment bring good results, but 
chances for complete cure dimin­ 
ish rapidly with the passage of 
time, particularly if the defect 
goes unnoticed until the child is 
beginning to walk. When,such a 
condition is suspected, the diag­ 
nosis can be confirmed by X-ray 
examination. 
Signs that the disorder may be 
present Include wasting and short­ 
ening of the thigh muscles; also 
there may be some lack of sym­ 
metry in the skin folds on the 
inner side of the thighs. Of course, 
feeling the tissue in the are* may 
reveal that the head of the large 
thigh bone is not in the socket 
of the hip. 


One test is carried out by mov­ 
ing one leg across the thigh of 
the opposite leg and feeling the 
tissue of the buttock. As the leg 
is moved, the head of the femur, 
which is the large bone in t h e 
thigh, can be clearly felt if the 
joint is dislocated. As soon as 
the child begins to walk, the dis­ 
order is more easily noted, since 
the child walks with the feet 
pointed outward and on the toes 
of the foot on the affected side. 
Sometimes the child has a wad­ 
dling gait, with abnormal for­ 
ward bending of the lower part of 
the spine, 
UNDER ONE YEAR 
If the child is under one year 
of age, the dislocation can be cor­ 
rected by manipulation after the 
child has been put to sleep with 
an anesthetic. When the bone has 
been put back in place, a cast 
or splint is applied. X-rays are 
taken at frequent intervals to make 
sure the bones remain in place. 
If treatment is not carried out 
until the child is two years old, it 
may not be possible to get the 
joint back in place and, even if 
it is put back, it may slip out 
again. In these instances, opera­ 
tion is often required. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: I have had scars left 
after acne. Is there any product 
which will bleach them? 
Answer: There is no bleach which 
will get rid of the scars left by 
acne. However, there are various 
surgical methods o f treatment 
which may be of help. Sandpaper­ 
ing has been suggested. A skin 
specialist should be consulted 
about this matter.

Determined to end the old year 
in the right way and to make their 
second trip to the University.of Cali­ 
fornia a success, the 
College of 
Marin basketballers ‘‘buckled down” 
and played one of their best games 
of the season in beating the Cal 
Frosh 58-, 4 at Berkeley last Sat­ 
urday night. 
Led by the sensational 27 points 
and all-around top playing of ex- 
Tam star Glenn Robinson, the Ma­ 
riners took an early lead and were 
never headed by the fighting frosh.

ners of the world for the UB. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. 


He has good news for sportsmen 
in the arid regions of the southwest, 
too. Partridges and sand grouse 
from Turkey, Iran and Iraq will be 
flown to the UJS. to see if they can 
adapt themselves to similar con 
ditlons in Arizona. New Mexico. 
Utah and, Nevada where native game 
birds are scarce.

Sweden and Norway in 1949 trap­ 


ping Scandinavian grouse to be in* 
troduced in Wisconsin. 


Dr. Bump and his 21-year-old son 
Robert recently spent four months 
In Turkey, Iran and Iraq. They were 
looking primarily for game birds 
that will thrive in areas of the 
southwest that have much the same 
climate as the Middle East.

5. If this is not done by July 1, 
1953, it is proposed that the state 
and federal governments 
acquire 
additional waterfowl refuge lands, 
water for these areas would be de­ 
veloped by the Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion. 
The whole program stipulates that 
not more than 7,000 acre feet of 
water be taken from the Central 
Valley Project annually. 
Any other needed water would be 
developed from new projects such 
as the return flow 
of 
irrigation 
waters and from untapped under­ 
ground sources.

Legislators Hope 
For Peace But 
Prepare Defenses 


By MORRIE LAND SB ERO 
SACRAMENTO (ff) — More than 
ever, California legislators are look­ 
ing to Governor Warren for the cue 
to state policies In these uncertain 
times. 
The 1951 legislature convenes next 
Monday. 
It seems predestined by grim war 
headlines to be keynoted by War­ 
ren’s oft-expressed outlook: 
“Hope for the best while we pre­ 
pare for the worst.’* 
The 120 senators and assembly­ 
men may hope for peace, but they’ll 
be given the job of providing the 
millions and the machinery to pre­ 
pare coastal California against any 
enemy attack. 
Little controversy is likely over 
the requests which Warren will 
make at the outset of his third term 
for the newly created office of civil 
defense. 
But the question of financing a 
three year program, hitched to the 
federal civil defense plan, is some­ 
thing else. For it will cost Califor­ 
nia close to $150,000,000 under the 
home defense policy bills being con­ 
sidered by Congress. 
Warren declared last week he will 
place definite recommendations be­ 
fore the legislature whenever the 
fedsral government “puts us in a 
position to move forward.’* He has 
bean critical of what he calls Wash­ 
ington's “hot and cold** attitude on 
civil defense. 
The governor has given no hint 
that defense appropriations will up­ 
set his determination to present a 
balanced, no-new-taxes budget. 
He may tell the legislature ho w he 
proposes to do this In his inaugural 
address next Monday—when he be­ 
comes California’s first third-term 
governor—or later on in his budget 
message. 
In the meantime, the chief execu­ 
tive will confer with representatives 
of California cities and counties on 
working out a formula for sharing 
defense expenses beyond the pros­ 
pective federal allocations: 
The league of California cities 


meets here Thursday and Friday In 
an emergency conference called by 
its board of directors in view of the 
national emergency. 
Said executive director Richard 
Graves In summoning members to 
the meeting: 
“We shale the opinion of Gov­ 
ernor Earl Warren and state direc­ 
tor of civil defense, Major General 
Robertson, that we must proceed in 
California without delay to give top 
priority to the mobilization of our 
public and private resources for civil 
defense. 
“Regardless of delays In the fed­ 
eral program, we feel it Is urgently 
necessary to do everything that can 
be done, to go just as far. as we can 
go, and with the greatest possible 
speed.” 
A heap of other problems awaits 
the legislature in its first session 
under the new law limiting the 
meeting to 120 calendar days. (Leg­ 
islative sessions have run ar much 
as six months in the past.) 
There is the job of reapportioning 
the state’s legislative districts and 
creating a home for seven congress­ 
men. Social welfare issues demand 
attention, including another George 
H. McLain pension plan. 
A pro­ 
gram of $75 a month payments to 
needy disabled persons will be pro­ 
posed. 
Legislators expect a move to in­ 
crease truck taxes. Oil conservation 
measures are being drafted.

You can elect to report your pro­ 
fit on an Installment sale in install­ 
ments as you are paid, if 
1. It was a sale of real estate and 
the total amount that you collected 
in 1950 was not more than 30% of 
the selling price. 
This Includes the 
down p a y m e n t 
and all later pay­ 
ments that you 
collected in 1950. 
The total collect­ 
ed in 1950 cannot 
exceed 30% of the 
t o t a l s e l l i n g 
price. 
2. It was a sale 
of personal prop­ 
erty where; 
A. The t o t a l 
amount that you collected in 1950 
was not more than 30% of the 
selling price. 
This includes the 
down payment and all later pay­ 
ments that you collected in 1950. 
The total collected in 1950 cannot 
exceed 30% of the total sellins^price. 
B. It was personal proper^ not 
of a kind that you w t#$| inwude 
in your inventory at Decenber 31, 
1950, if you still had it. 
C. The selling price was more 
than $1,000. 
If all the requirements under 
or 2 above are met, then you 
can report your profit each year 
as you receive it. 
This may or may not be advan­ 
tageous to do. It will serve to defer 
your tax on your profit until you 
actually receive the money. How­ 
ever, you may have a low income in 
1950 and would be better off to pay 
the entire tax in this year.

'Little Hope Held 
That Russia Talks 


Will End Cold War 


WASHINGTON m — Diplomatic 
officials held out little hope today 
for new top level talks between the 
western powers and Russia. They 
said what appeared to be acceptance 
of the idea by Moscow was hedged 
with restrictions which this country, 
at least, could not accept. 
The fact that Russia had replied 
to western proposals for such talks 
was disclosed yesterday following 
receipt of a Kremlin note in Wash­ 
ington, London and Paris. 
Officials here said the reply evi­ 
dently meant that Russia is not 
ready for a broad discussion of the 
many points of friction between her 
and the West. 
Although the text of the Russian 
note was not made public, dispatches 
from 
London 
quoted 
diplomatic 
sources there as saying it includec 
these “requests” generally deemed 
unacceptable to the West: 
1. Acceptance of the Prague dec 
laration, which served notice that 
the Communist led nations would 
not tolerate rearmament of Western 
Germany. 
2. That the western powers would 
take no binding discussions' on the 
arming of Western Germany in ad­ 
vance of the proposed Big Four

If you use this system, then be 
sure to pick up and report your 
profit on your collections each year 
as you make them. 
Make up a schedule similar to 
the above and enter the totals on 
the separate Schedule D of the tax 
return form. 
You might check up and see how 
much you have received in 1950. 
Maybe you don’t want to collect 
the payment that is due now. That 
is, not until 1951.
